up to be swallowed again where it

The initial film representation in 
Dresden of Hoffrnajnthal's Rosen- 
kavalier to Richard Strauss' music 
was an outward success, in its lines, 
though at the same time all ardent 
lovers of true art regretted that it 
should have occurred in the Opera 
House, known throughout the world 
for its lofty traditions. In its new 
form Rosenkavalier impressed, one 
as quite a new story. The plot is 
considerably changed, the charac- 
ters reconstructed to go with the 
demands of a film and the accom- 
panying music seemed almost too 
good for the purpose. 
Picturesque 


scenes and out-door views are ef- 
fective, old castles and festivities 
of the Rococo period delight the 
eye; 
yet 
the 
overabundant film 


views are a hindrance to the en- 
jojment of the music which, at the 
premiere, under Strauss' own baton 
and with Dresden's fine orchestra, 
was really magnificent 
Strauss has interwoven some new 
material with the old score, such as 
the battle music, with the Finnish 
cavalry march worked in as coun- 
terpoint 
Strauss and the producer, 


Robert Weine, were recalled many 
times. From the Opera House the 
film moves to a real movie house, 
and will be seen soon in Berlin and 
all principal European cities. 
In 


London, in April, Strauss will prob- 
ably conduct the first showing.

will begin May 10 and continue to 
July 2.

Jasha Heifetz has just played in 
Berlin for the first time in a dozen 
vears or more.

Sights With A Little Telescope 


BY GARRETT P. SERVISS. 


Noted Astronomer and Writer on 


Scientific Topics of Popular 


I nterest. 


A number of inquiries from read- 


ers lead me to offer here a little 
Information about some stellar ob- 
jects of great beauty and interest 
which anjbody can see with the aid 
of small and inexpensive telescopes. 
I remark that such telescopes, of 
various sizes, either mounted on 
tripod stands, or those of the draw- 
tube kind) intended to be held by 
hand with such-incidental bracing 
as may be convenient, are now to 
be had" in manj opticians' shops, at 
prices varying from twenty or thir- 
ty up to one or two hunched dollars 
It is not unlike choosing of seats 
at the theater, one has Only to cou- 
sult his pocket-book and the extent 
of his desiies 
I 
The serene summer nights con- 


stitute' the heydej of the amateur 
astronomer. Suppose -we go out of 
doors, in some place where there 
are no petty electric lamps to cast 
theii impertinent glare between us 
and the mighty stars o* outer space, 
and set up our tripod with its tele- 
scope It is no more trouble than to 
get leady to make a photograph of 
a garden party. 
We have a good "three-inch 


glass, 
and " eyepieces 
magnifying? 


from 50 to 100 diameters. Tonight 


we are fishing for colored double 
stars—the rainbow trout of the slo. 
It is about 9 p m near the open- 


ing of June. Almost "overhead, we 
see the "Great Dipper"—an asterism 
that prints its own name The star 
at the north-eastern corner of the 
"bowl" is faint, all the otheis are 
alike of the second magnitude. The 
middle one in the "handle" is the 
celebrated Mizar 
Near it, the 
naked e\e 
detects 


its little companion, Alcor. Turn 
the telescope on Mizar and you w '' 
be unabie to repress an exclama- 
tion. The star is split into two bril- 
liant, spaikling gems—a diamond 
and a sapphire, both aflame' The 
contrast of colors is so utteily un- 
expected 
and 
emphatic that 
it 


startles the eve. The Components of 
this beautiful double arc of magni- 
tude 3 and 4. respecth ely, anr1 
distance apart is about 15 seconds 
of arc. 
We haie made a. good start .Now 


look south of the centre of the Dip- 
per's handle, and at distance about 
equal to its length, you notice a 
lonely third magnitude star Tt is 
Caroll 
in 
the 
"Hunting Dogs." 


Another delightful surprise for the 


eye; 
the telfscopp separates it into 


two stars of thiid and sixth mag- 
nitude, the larger white and the 
smaller- a billllant blue 
Distance 


between them 20 seconds of arc 


-Wait a little fur the star dome 


to turn more westnaid, bringing 


the stars in the east up higher, and 
then notice the flashing beauty of 
the first magnitude star, Vega, in 
the "Harp'." It is at the upper edge 
of the Milky Way, which s'-earns 
along above the eastern horizon In 
the telescope the splendor of Vega's 
white rays, flushed with the most 
dazzling blue, is indescribable. 


Close by this magnitude star, 


toward ihe east, are two little stars, 
between fourth and 
fifth magni- 


tude, making a perfect little trian- 
gle with iheii great neighbor. The 
northern one is'Epsilon, the southern 
Zeta. Your opera-gl-ss splits Epsi- 
lon into two stars, looking like a 
pair of white cherries m th- sun- 
shine Now, turn the telescope on 
them with its highest po-,\ er, sav 
100 diameters. You will sec each of 
the pairs split mt> two stars, al- 
most touching one another This ob- 
ject is the famous "double-double" 
in Lyra The other stai, Zeta, is a 
wide double in the telescope. 


Next, look a few degrees south 


of Vega, where there are two third 
magnitude stars not fat apart—Beta 
and Gamma Lyrae. About one-third 
of the w"ay from the northern to 
the southern of these stars lies the 
' ring- nebula " You will have to fish 
for it, as it is -icry faint, but if you 
catch sight of it you will say it is 
the most delicate thins AOU ever 
saw. 
One of the most amaring of all 


celestial objects, Ihe great glob- 
ular star cluster m Hercules, lies 
within reach of your prlass Hercu'r- 
is the constellation with a quad- 


rilateral figure, west ot Lyra. The 
cluster IB half way between the two 
stars on tt>* west side of the quad- 
rllaterlal. You need a kUr atlas to , 
find gome of these things. In my 
book, "Pleasure* of'the Telescope, 
I have drawn maps purposely for 
the amateur. I wish I had space 
to continue here with this»account 
of what a small telescope will show. . 
For lack of it I have had to leave 
out the peerless Alb Ire, Gamma, 
Leonis, with its military yellow and 
green, and many other objects that 
we may find room for another time.

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A TARIFF INQUIRY. 


Just what Senator Norris of Nebraska, and others 


in the senate hope to accomplish by a congressional 
inquiry into the workings of the tariff commission is 


uncertain. 


Enough evidence has already been placed before 


the public to establish the fact this governmental 
agency is no longer nonpartisan In Its membership. 
Upon the authority of the former chairman of the 
commission, and others equally well-qualified to 
speak the charge has been made repeatedly that 
Pr-sident Coolidge has "packed" It with men, who 
hold his same views on high protective duties. Op- 
position has been shattered and split and the ma- 
jority rides roughshod over the minority. 
It is a 


condition which has existed for nearly a. year. Nor 
can the senate plead innocence of being a party to 
it, because without exception it has given Its' ap- 
proval to appointments which Mr. Coolidge has made 
when vacancies have occurred on the 
commission. 


Through the efforts of Senator Norris, an amendment 
was added to the resolution, calling for an investi- 
gation, which directs the members of the senatorial 
committee to delve ' into the question whether any 
attempt has been made by government officials or 
others to influence action of any members of the 
commission. 


The net results, it may be expected, will be to show 


that a nonpartisan board has been loaded with friends 
of the doctrine of higft protective duties. 
The flour- 


ish made by Mr. Norris is an idle gesture. The com- 
mission itself has been committed to a, consistent 
policy of high tarjff duties so that it has been unne- 
cessary for anyone to attempt to influence the Individ- 
ual membership in that direction. Although the tariff 
act confers power upon President Coolidge to initiate 
increases or reductions in the duties, upon recommen- 
dation of the commission, there has not been a single 
instance of a. cut since Mr. Coolidge took office. On 
the contrary Mr. Coolidge urged a supplemental duty 
of 12 cents a. bushel upon wheat and it was added in 
an emergency act. The requests for reduction in the 
duties upon sugar and upon a score of other articles 
have been Ignored. 


With the public mind in its present state, the senate 


will do well to save its efforts. 
The situation in tiie 


tariff commission is no different than that which 
prevails" in tho interstate commerce commission, the 
shipping board and other governmental agencies. 
The fact that. the nonpartisan character 
of 
these 


governmental boards has been sacrificed for poli- 
tical expediencies is not 
going to shock 
anyone. 


America is not easily shocked these days. It is far 
too prosperous and far too well satisfied to be great- 
ly concerned with such abstract matters as princi- 
ple. 
It is willing that 
Business should secure a 


strangle hold upon the various agencies of g-ovcrn- 
ment and remain in control so long- as the factories 
and mills, and the various establishments of trade 
and commerce are busy and flourishing1. 
When the 


sag comes and industry and business lasrs, the pub- 
lic will be far more eager lo hear of those details 
than it Is now. 


At present it asks nothing- more than to bs per- 


mitted to continue as it is, without interruption. It 
is annoyed and irritated by the persistence of NorrU 
and his associates. There will come a time when a 
tariff investigation will be fir more welcome than it 
is today. 


RADIO AS A UTILITY. 


Here in the temperate zone, where people are sur- 


rounded by all the comforts, pleasures and luxuries of 
life, the radio is used principally for purposes of en- 
tertainment, though of course market and weather 
news and like information are "put on the air." This 
service, however, is only incidental, aa is the use 
use of the radio for the broadcasting of 
political 


speeches. It is true, furthermore, that addresses on 
educational and cultural subjects intersperse inus- 
sical programs, but in practically all cases in the 
United States the radio receiving set is purchased 
and used for entertainment purposes. 


There is a portion of this continent, however, where 


the radio serves not alone to while, away the hours l>y 
bringing in jazz or cJassical compositions. That is 
in the far north, where there Is neither telephone nor 
telegraph and where communication with the ouiside 
world, save by the ether, is cut off for mouths at a 
time. It will be remembered that MacMillan, during 
his stay in tho Arctic, was kept informed as to what 
was going on and he and his company were frequent- 
ly entertained through the sending stations in this 
country, that at Omaha being one of those thus con- 
tributing. At intervals during the current winter mes- 
sages and concerts for those In the far north have 
been put on the s.ir, the Hastings station being among 
those rendering service in this line. 


All of the Hudson Bay posts !n the north, as well 


as other stations maintained in the Arctic region, are 
equipped with powerful, receiving sets and these are 
used not only for the purpose of plucking entertain- 
ment from the air, but also fill the places occupied 
by the newspaper and the telephone on this part of 
the continent. There is a powerful sending station at 
Edmonton and at noon every day all of tho posts 
tune In on this. Thus they get the news and at other 
times they get their entertainment. 


A few weeks* ago the Peace river, which empties 


into the Lesser Slave lake, and which is a mighty 
str»am, went on a rampage. It usually freezes over 
early and stays frozen for several months, but a suc- 
ccsslon of warm days caused it to break up an<J at 
the _town of Peace River the water rose ten feet in 
three hours. There was consternation, for during fhe 
winter the frozen surface of the river ia the highway 
used by trappers and others who travel aifd logging 
camp* are close to its banks. 


» 
There Is a wire from Peace River to Edmonton and 


word went down over this of conditions in the north. 
Peace River Is 350 miles from Edmonton and news 
of the big rise went out on the noon broadcast, peo- 
ple along tho stream being advised to seek places 
of safety, to keep a lookout for travelers and to-warn 
them to keep off the ice. On the day following the 
water arose another five feet, but it Is not believed 
anyone was lost. What might have been tho result 
had no warning been sent out none can tell. 


UNCLE SAM'S THANKLESS JOt. 


General Pershlng came back from South America 


with his health Impalred-from the strain of trying to 
bring about conditions in the Tacna-Arlca district 
which would permit its people to decide by their own 
vote whether they wished to bo governed by Chile on 
by Peru, without coercion or pressure from either 
country 


The grizzled veteran of Salnt-Mlhiel found It a 


tougher proposition to deal with the ancient prejudices 
a*nd hatreds of South America than to "storm 
the 


strongholds of the German army. 
His well-meant 


efforts to Insure a free and fair expression of popular 
sentiment in the region of dispute' were rewarded by 
charges from first one side and then the other that 
he was showing partiality. 'Some of the Chilean lead- 
ers went so far as to demand that he be recalled. 


Now that Pershing Is back home, forced to give up 


his task at least temporarily in order to recuperate 
his health, the intimation comes from Tacna-Arica 
that the United States may pull out of- the whole 
mess and leave the South American nations to settle 
their fuss as best they can. The American commis- 
sion still working there Is said to be convinced that it 
would be Impossible • to carry the 
plebiscite 
plan 


through, and according to current gossip in diplomatic 
circles 
will 
recommend that 
the 
whole, plan be 


dropped. 


The truth Is, apparenllj', that the Latin countries 


below.the equator have no desire to adjust their dif- 
ferences peaceably. Each insists on getting'what it 
claims and neither will consent to any adjustment 
running 
contrary 
to its wishes. 
Chile acquired 


Tacna-Arica by conquest and intends to hold it. She 
will consent to no plebiscite In which the result is not 
foreordained in her own favor. Peru, from whom the 
province was taken, deman'ds it bacl: and is just as 
uncompromising as Chile. 


In the background is Bolivia, a third claimant, in- 


sisting: that Tacna-Arica rightfully belongs to her- 
self, being necessary to her national development as 
the only available outlet to the sea. The present con- 
troversy, however, involves only 
Chile and Peru, 


neither of whom shows any disposition to to yield In 
the slightest degree. 


There seems to be no opening in South America 


for the Anglo-Saxon spirit of fair play, as applied to 
arbitration between nations. The countries there are 
like spoiled children at play. They make faces at 
each other and each stubbornly demands that the 
other give in. 
_ 


This trait has been further exemplified by the ha- 


bit of organizing armed insurrections against the 
governments of the different nations. When a political 
faction is defeated, by fair means or foul, it devotes 
itself to fomenting a revolution against those in 
power. There appears to be no such thing as settling 
an internal political issue for good and all by holding 
an election because the losing side refuses to accept 
the result. It may. therefore, be the part of wisdom 
for the United States to withdraw from the role of 
peacemaker and let the bad boys fight it out in the 
traditional way. 


WHO IS TO BLAME? 


A St. Louis jury Wednesday acquitted a man ac- 


:used of inpersonating a defendant in a criminal case 
and signing: the defendant's name to a bond. The 
evidence was uncontradicted and convincing and yet 
:he jury refused to perform its duty. 


In this connection, the attorney for the accused man 


prese-nted the time-worn argument that his client was 
a "bum" who did not know he was committing a 
wrong. 
The lawyer insisted others were more re- 


prehensible in their conduct than his defendant but 
the district attorney had decided to make a "goaf of 
the latter. 


The incident is worthy of attention because it is 


not an unusual proceeding in the criminal courts of 
this country. Much may be said about the failure of 
the jury system in America but a great deal more 
might well be said abcut the ethics of certain lawyers 
who stoop to the practices of the attorney in this 
case 
He did not seek to introduce testimony tend- 


ing to show his client was innocent of the charges 
brought against him. He contented himself with an 
appeal to the passions and prejudices of the mob He 
sought to obstruct Justice just as fully as any'man 
could interfere with it.

ANSWERS TO MOTHERS.

Mrs. K. haa a little boy. 2 years and 4 months old. who is bow- 


legged, one aide of 'the leg being more marked than the other. He didn't 
start to walk nor did he apeak much until he was 15 months old. 


From the baby's delay in standing and walking and his marked 


bowlegs it looks as though he must have had and still has rickets, Mrs. 
K. That Is the chief cause of bowlegs. 


All babies are slightly bowlegged until they begin to use their legs 


and they appear more so because the muscles are more developed on 
the outer side of th* leg than the inner, side. This bowing disappears when 
the child grows older. Around two and one-half years, if there still is 
bowing, you should takfs him to an orthopedic surgeon and perhaps he 
will apply braces to the feet. If the bowing is very marked, probably he 
will suggest an operation. Something should be done;-a child should 
not grow up with marked bow legs. It makes a deformity that may mar 
his entice life. 
Is your baby getting the normal diet which a child of his age 


should have, and la he in the sunshine a good deal? He should be hav- 
ing egg yolks, one or two a day( although egg yolks won't cure the con- 
dition), and some cod liver oil. 


And do see your physician. 
("We have an article on Rickets which you may have by sending

"My daughter's two months' old baby cries so much that he ruptures 


himself. He seems to be one of those colicky babies. My daughter wor- 
ries and frets and loses sleep, and of course she is making the baby 
worse because she Is nursing him. The baby gets three bottle feedings a 
day , and after each bottde .feeding he is restful and sleeps, while after 
each nursing he is fretful and cries. Would you advise weaning him? 
Mrs. M." 
It would look as though the baby were hungry and the mother's 


milk Is not satisfying. Naturally the loss of sleep and rest are golns 
to affect her milk markedly. Adequate sleep and rest-are equally im- 
portant with correct diet, to make good milk. How about her diet? Is she 
laving a quart of rmlk a day, some eggs, liberal supplies of raw fruit 
and vegetables, and some nuts? 
I cannot say whether he should be weaned or not; generally we dp 


not advise weaning until the baby is aroun nine months of age. until 
the milk is richer he mlgh have part of a bottle of his formula after 
each nursing. Perhaps the mother's milk is drying up because she is 
not nursing him enough. Have her milk out the breasts thoroughly after 
he has finished nursing. It is found in the dairy business that cows that 
are not thoroughly milked will lose part of their supply. Tou had better 
have her take the baby to a clinic or a children's specialist, and she also 
iad better have a check-up.

of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Economics that 
$2,025,000,000 in cash, jewels, 
and 
other property had been stolen in 
this country during a period 
of 
twelve months, It points 
out the 
fact that this form of crime is on 
the 'increase, and thus comments: 
"Newspapers and magazines are 
discussing these statistic quite ex- 
haustively, and an 
abundance of 
editorial remedies will be proposed, 
so we won't offer any more in these 
columns. But another thought is 
suggested which may not receive so 
much editorial attention. 
Do not 
these statistics prove that all law 
enacted against stealing is a fail- 
ure, even to that first of all re- 
corded statute against this form of 
crime, the Eighth Commandment, 
"Thou shalt not steal?" Why deny 
the people the privilege of taking 
what does not belong to them when 
they will do it any way? 
In the 
face of all 
these 
laws against 
thievery, to be found in the statute 
books of every nation on the fflobe, 
and which have been a part of civ- 
ilized government for many thou- 
sands of years, 
there 
are more 
thieves than 
ever 
Somebody is 
missing an opportunity by not or- 
ganizing an Association for the Re- 
peal of the Eighth Commandment 
Or if the time is not considered 
ripe as yet for outright repeal, per- 
haps it would be better to work for 
an amendment to start with—sav, 
limit all thieves to take only a cer- 
tain percentage of their victim's 
cash or -valuables. Maybe 2.75 per 
cent would be all right as JL starter. 
Anything should be better than the 
law as ft is. 
It doesn't prohibit, 
and it costs this country millions 
upon millions of dollars (not to say 
anything about the lives of many 
officials) every year in Its efforts 
to enforce it. Besides it interferes 
with the "personal 
liberty" of a 
considerable part of our population 
This law prohibiting stealing isn't 
working- any better after 
10,000 
vears, then the law prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, after five or six yeai* 
of enforcement.

BUTLER STICKS 


TO HIS GUNS IN 
IILLUK CASE 


Defends Action In Charging 


Marine Officer With 


Drunkenness. 


Statement In Speech to D. 
~ A. R. Seems to Con- 


demn Dry Laws. 


LOS ANGELES, March 12.—(By 


the Associated Press )—Brig Gen. 
Smedley D. Butler "sticks to his 
guns," stoutly defending his action 
in placing a charge of intoxication 
against Col. Alexander Wilfllams 
shortly after that officer had act- 
ed as host at a dinner party at 
which General Butler had been the 
guest of honor. 
Altering a previous announce- 
ment that he would have nothing 
to say, General Butler, who Is com- 
mander of the United States marine 
base at San Diego, took occasion 
twice -\esterday to justify the act 
which has 
prompted 
nationwide 
comment in official and social cir- 
cles. 
Kfforts vsere being made today to 


find Genei|l Butler to learn 
just 
•what he meant when it was re- 
ported in newspapers he declared 
before the Daughters of the Am- 


ertcan Revolution, last night that icer^frlends to assemble evidence 
"the liquor law Is the biggest piece 
of class legislation ever passed and 
11 can be 'cured only by rough 
stuff." 
Curious minded persons wondered 


if the general meant by this dec- 
laration that he was opposed 
to 


prohibition. 


Attack* Law Violator*. 


His addres* was an attack on 
law violators and embodied a se- 
ries of aphorisms on law enforce- 
ment, principal among them being 
the following: 


Men of money and 
influence 
have come regard laws as a joke 
and the only way they can be cured 
is for -people like you and me to 
see that these laws are enforced. 
"Laws won't work, but a 
club 
will. When we get gentle," 
we 
perish. 
"There are 4wo things necessary 
to clean up a town—get the thugs 
off the streets, and close up the 
dens of vice. So long as you have 
vice you shall have crime" 
In an interview late in the after- 
noon he said that the matter of hos- 
pitaliy and its possible breach had 
never entered the arrest of Colonel 
Williams. 


Says Followed Regulation*. 
" "It was according to naval 
regulations. I simply followed naval 
regulations," he asserted. "The case 
is similar to hundreds that have 
occurred in the past" 
Earlier in the day he issued 
a 
written 
statement 
denying that 
Colonel Williams had been arrested 
while General Butler was a guest in 
the officer's home. Whatever hap- 
pened in his home had nothing to 
do with the case, the statement 
said, and explained that the "un- 
fortunate incidents which 
caused 
mj action took place in a public 
hotel when I was not a, guest of 
this officer." 
At '*nn D^ega, where General 
Butler filed his charges of intoxi- 
cation against Colonel Williams, ef- 
forts were made by the accused of- 


o combat the charges. Some otfl- 
:ers who were with Colonel Wil- 
lams at the Coronado hotel, where 
General Butler alleges he was in- 
oxlcated, declared the officer was 
not intoxicated, while others 
as- 
serted he was.

Filley Says What Farmer 


Receives No Indication 


Of Prosperity. 


The prosperity of the farmer does 


not depend upon the size of his 
crops nor the price' that he receives 
for them. Prof. H. C. Filley of the 
/state agricultural college told tho. 
members of the Lancaster County- 
Farmers union at a noon meeting 
held at the Grand hotel Friday. The 
real gage of the farmer's prosper- 
ity is the purchasing power of the 
crops, he said. 
lip declared that the fact that 
prices received for farm products 
today are much higher than those 
received twenty or thirty years ago 
has been used erroneously as an 
argument to show that the farmer 
should be more prosperous today 
than then. 
He produced charts 
showing the purchasing power of 
the various agricultural products 
during thu last five years. The fig- 
ures were basei. on those of 1913 
as a standard or 100 per cent. In 
no single instance Is the purchas- 
ing power of farm products as 
great as it was In 1913. Corn for 
example, he showed had a purchas- 
, 
ing power of twenty-one per 
in 1921 as compared with 1913. Tli 
purchasing- power has Increase 
until 
in 1925 it reached a high 
mark of 107 per cent. But. he ex- 
plained, the corn crop was shor 
for that year and therefore the hls 
purchasing 
power was 
of little 


benefit to the average farmer. 
Hogs, he said, have had the high 
est purchasing power during the 
last five years of any farm product 
In 1925 they rerxslied a high mart 
of ninety per cent, but he pointec 
out that the profit was reached b> 
the fact that it was necessary t 
feed high priced corn to them 
He pointed out that the purchas 
ing power raises and lowers in reg- 
ular cycles. This is caused by the 
fact 
that when 
the purchasing 
power is high, the production is in- 
creased and the prices drop. Tlx-i 
the production is decreased and the 
prices rise.

One phase of the legal warfare 
between the King of Trails Bridge 
Co. and the Plattsouth Auto & 
Wag-on Bridge Co., owning com- 
petitive bridges across the Platte 
river near Plattsmouth, Is now be- 
fore the supreme court of Nebras- 
ka, on the former's appeal from 
the refusal of the district court in 
Cass county to enjoin its rival from 
cutting- toil rates belo wthe maxi- 
mum scale 
fixed 
by 
the same 
tribunal. 
In another suit, brought In Lan- 
caster county by the Plattsmouth 
Auto & Wagon Bridge Co. against 
Cass and Sarpy counties and the 
state public works department, an 
injunction is sought by the cut rate 
company to 
prevent the 
other 
bridge being purchased and thrown 
open to the free use of the pub- 
lic as a state aid project. The state 
railway commission recently .fixed 
the valuation of the King of Trails 
bridge at $121.000. which is the 
price that will he paid if it is pur- 
chased by the state and the coun- 
ties. 
A brief filed in supreme court in 
the first proceeding, by attorneys 
for the King: of -Trails Bridge Co., 
contends that it was unlawful for 
the other company to reduce 
its 
rates below the schedule fixed by 
:he district court of Cass county. 
The effect of such action. It is de- 
clared, was to divort travel from 
the King of Trails bridge and pre- 
vent the counties getting 
enough 
revenue therefrom to pay their re- 
spective shares of the 
purchase 
price from the tolls collected. 
In the second suit the tables are 
turned, with the Plattsmouth Auto 
& Wagon Bridge Co., insisting that 
its business will be taken away and 
its property rendered valueless if 
the other structure 
should 
be 
opened up as a free bridge, under 
joint ownership of the state and 
county. 
The two bridges are located with- 
in a few hundred yards of each 
other. The Plattsmouth company 
constructed 
its

years ago, while the King of Trails 
sridge was completed within the 
last year or so.
